infestation to adjoining parts 
of the hog farm or the trans- 
mission of germs to stock in 
other parts of the county. 


Second supposed outbreak of 
the plague at Deglez on April 
28, has never been recognized 
as such by the federal author- 
ities, at least not to the ex- 
tent of listing it as an out- 
break, for bulletins of the 
spread of the disease have 
never mentioned its occurrence 
or alluded to it in any way. 

Residents of Fontana have 
stoutly maintained that the 
eating of hot garbage and not 
the foot and mouth disease 
was what troubléd the hogs 
and eaused the slaughter of 
over 1,400. 

It has been the eustom. of 
the federal authorities to re: 
move. quarantine bans in coun- 
ties after a 30-day period has 
elapsed with no outbreaks ‘of 
the disease.

Fears Bolshevism 


That no power of aristocracy 


can bring back Prussianism, but 
that the danger of Bolshevism is 
far from being past and that only 
downright Americanism can 
the situation, was the declaration 
Tuesday afternoon of Dr. Freder- 
ick V. Fisher in an address on 
“When Friday Came to Town” be- 


help 


fore the members of the Ontario 
Chamber of Commerce at their 
forum luncheon at the Hotpoint 
Club. 

Dr. Fisher declared the problem 
of humanity today to be that of 
Robinson Crusoe’s on the arrival 


He went on to say that when “Fri- 
day” came, the pair had the choice 
of three ways of living. ‘‘Robin- 
son,’ being civilized, could place 
his heel on the neck of “Friday.” 
On the other hand, the day might 
come when “Friday” would find 
“Robinson” asleep and be enabled 
to reverse the order. ~The third 
plan which presented itself was 
for both to live together in. equal- 
ity, each having his place and 
each doing his part in co-operative 
fashion. 

The first, the speaker character- 
ized as “Prussianism, the second 
as Bolshevism, and the third as 
Americanism. He pointed out 
that the “heel of Crusoe on the 
neck of Friday” was what had 
been fought against in the world 
war, and declared that the fight 
against Kaiserism in tae United 
States in the five years follow- 
ing the war had been the most 
acute in the history of this coun- 
try, but that it was finally doom- 
ed. Co-operation he held to be 
the only solution of world prob- 
lems today. 

Dr. Fisher declared that the 
Jnited States is facing an acute 
race problem today and character- 
ized as a popular fallacy the be- 
lief that one race is inferior to 
another. One race, he pointed 
out, was different from another, 
but all races have their place in 
the world, and all, at one time or 
another, have made great contri- 
butions to the world’s progress. 

The speaker saw in the results 
of the recent German and French 
elections the restoration of san- 
ity and common sense. Moves to 


tempts to place one race above 
another he held to be highly dan- 
gerous. Let America be first, he 
declared, but let it be first in 
service. 

The domestic problem of in- 
‘dustry and capital, the speaker 
held to be one of human relation- 
ship. He declared that the feel- 
ing of unrest among the working 
men was not due to the fact that 
they are under-paid, but due to 
the fact that they are not made 
to feel and knw that they are an 
important factor in the scheme o. 
things. Toth classes want to feel 
that they count in life, Dr. Fisher 
asserted. In this connection, the 
speaker cited the case of a manu- 
facturing center where the wealthy 
women of the city had erected 
a fine clubhouse for the working 
girls, only to find that they would 
not. Mse it. Inquiry developed the 
reason. One of the girls, when 
questioned, declared that the wo- 
men of the city had done much 
for them, but declared that they 
didn’t want to be done for, but 
done with. _ 

Dr. Ralph L. Alexander was 
chairman of the luncheon meeting 
and introduced the speaker.

It is not likely to see it 
soon again. 

“Were Judge Olney the private 
citizen he will be as soon as the 
voters of this county get the op- 
portunity’ to make him one, he 
would still be impossible.
